A Time in the Cajon —-Wash- 
outs East. 
Capt. F. H. Goss, of Kansas City, » pas- 
senger by the overland train on the Cali- 
fornia Southern, which arrived in this 
city at half-past 6 o’clock last evening’ 
gives an interesting description of his ex- 
perience in the last blockade. The train. 
which left Kansas City last Thureday ar- 
rived at Barstow Sunday about 4 p. m., 
and was there held 24 hours on tele- 
graphic information of a landslide in 
Cajon Pass. Monday, the train which 
left Kansas Oity Friday, joined them, and 
the two trains were consolidated and 
placed under command of Conductor Sam 
Tattle. There were ninety-three passen- 
gers aboard. Monday evening the cop- 
solidated train pushed on to the Summit, 
where it was held all night. Yesterday 
morning Conductor Tattle received or- 
ders to return to Barstow, as the blockade 


was not raised. ing - something
